The Russians continue to ndvance steadlly

taking of Czernowilz.

The fata of the right wing of the Aus-
triun army, which was defending Czerno-
witz, 18 not yet known, Yesterdoy's dis-
patches., however, sajd that [t was then in
Imminent danger of belng cut off, over-
whelmed or driven to retreat to the Car-
pathinn Mountains.

Heavy forces of Cossacks ware reported
on Tuesday to have penetrated 20 miles
wenat of Cxernowits, and the Impression
prevalls here that these riders of the Canr
are already in pursuit of the broken Aus-
trians,

The Russlan advance along the whole
mouthwestern front continues to develop
with a degree of swiftness which has an-
tonished the country, 'The succews of the
movement thus far is looked upon as the
more remarkable in view of the strong dé-
fenses which hnd been erected by the
Austrians during the long perlod of prepa-
ration and thelr supposed readiness for re-
sistance to nny mannar of assault

AUSTRIANS UNABLE TO RESIST

Except In the centre of the front which
runs from Volhynia to the RHumanian bor-
der the Austrinns have been wholly unable
to resist the Russlan drive. 1In the vielnity
of Tarnopol the opposing forces are still In
deadlock, but on both flanks, In the Lutsk
region and In the Dniester sector, the
breach made In the Austrian lines 18 wid-
ening constantly

In the Lutsk region the Russlan forcea,
after plercing the Austrinn lines by captur-
ing the fortress, have progressed In two
diverging directions toward Iovel and
Viadimir-Volynakli and have attained the
points only 20 miles from both thess ob-
Jectives, '

A almilar wedge has been driven Into the
Auntrinn lines from Dubno toward Sokal,
This wedge hns penstrated 30 miles into
the Austrian lines, and tha breadth of the
hreach made has been Increased to &0
miles. Another important breach extends
for 30 milea between the Dnlester and the
Pruth.

The Russlan accupation of Snlatyn menns
an advance of 18 miles beyond Crzernowits.

Confidence prevails among Russinn ab-
servers that tha catalogus of the successes
won by Genarals Brusiloff and Letchitsky
is by no means complets. It Is estimated
that the Teuton loases now total 200,000,
or nearly half the original effectives.

Great satisfaction fa felt with the re-
astablishment of contact with the Teutens
along the whole southwestern front. hut
attention s chiefly centred upon the opera-
tlans for Kovel, Vindimir-Volynski and
Bukowinn. Colonel Shumaky, summarizing
the results of the fighting, makes the de-
duction from the latest Rusainn offclal
statement that the entire line of the Stripa
i8 now ocoupied by the Nussians

Northwest of Buczacz a numhber of good
roads run westward to the Podhaje Ralls
way, which ls regurded ns accounting for
the vigar of the resistance In this sector
to thea Russian advance.
